In light of the recent 
disturbances in London, 

I want to write and make a 
plea to other young people. 

The disturbances have had a 
major effect on many people’s 
lives. Although rioters say that 
they wanted to attack high 
profile retailers, it has equally 
hurt normal people and their families. For some it has 
meant the loss of a job or loss of income in the already 
recession-hit economy and job market. 

As a student of economics, the riots make me fear 
there will be an impact on the economy, which is 
already under threat of a double-dip following global 
market failures. 

But, above all, I worry about the effect it has had on 
the image of London. We are less than a year away 
from hosting the greatest sporting extravaganza on 
earth: the Olympic Games. 

For those of us who are closely involved the Olympics 
mean hope. It is a dream come true; the biggest thing 
that could possibly happen to us in our lifetime. It 
is a source of pride for all of us, whether you are an 
Olympic Youth Ambassador like me, a Young Games

which have been quite widespread in the global media 
following the riots. Many international newspapers even 
published headlines like “London on Fire”.

Compare what the area of East London was like in 
2007 to the great Olympic Park we have now. Everyone 
can, and should, be proud of that transformation. 

When I recently went inside the Aquatics Centre to 
celebrate the “One Year to Go” event, my eyes sparkled 
at the brilliance of the transformation. 

Now, thinking that someone’s greed for a pair of 
trainers would see all our efforts go to waste makes my 
heart ache. 

Please! I urge those who were involved to apologise 
for their actions and to make amends. Show the 
world to have faith in London. Let us all take pride 
and responsibility as happy Londoners in making the 
London 2012 Olympic Games a success. 

Don’t let the actions of a few overshadow our brilliant 
communities.

Night of disorder 

• Disturbances in Waltham Forest included looting and damage 

• Swift police action stopped the problem becoming worse 


The disorder that flared in 
various parts of London 
two weeks ago touched 
Waltham Forest on the 
evening of Sunday 7 
August, with over 70 
businesses suffering from 
damage. Some shops 
were looted and a number 
of local people have 
been arrested. 

In all, over 1,000 people 
have now been charged in 
connection with the disorder 
across London and over 700 
additional individuals have 
been arrested. As well as the 
damage, 237 police officers 
were injured as a result of the 
violence that broke out across 
the capital. 

While there were issues in 
both the north and south of the 


borough, Walthamstow town 
centre was subjected to the 
worst of the trouble. Thanks 
to swift action and good 
information, police were able to 
contain the problems relatively 
quickly and thankfully - unlike 
elsewhere in London - fires 


were not set by the vandals. 

In addition to the action 
taken by police, Council street 
cleaners and other staff were 
also out in force, ensuring 
debris was cleared from the 
streets and that any potential 
weapons were removed. Skips 


were removed, roadworks 
suspended and potentially 
dangerous materials removed 
from the streets. 

The increased police 
presence saw 200 
officers on the streets of 
Waltham Forest in the days 
following the initial night of 
disturbance. Senior Council 
officers and councillors 
were also out and about 
around the borough, visiting 
businesses and providing 
reassurance to residents.

Bouncing back 

• Community responds to local tension in strong, spirited manner 

• Regular web updates helped keep residents informed and up-to-date 


While Waltham Forest 
shares many traits 
and challenges with 
neighbouring boroughs 
such as Hackney and 
Enfield, the events here 
were thankfully less severe 
than elsewhere. 

While the Council would 
never downplay the damage or 
disruption to local businesses 
and livelihoods, we believe 
that things could have been far 
worse and that decisive police 
and community action meant 
our community could swiftly 
bounce back. 

The borough’s hard-working 
local police officers were 
quick to act, swiftly bringing 
the trouble on Walthamstow 


High Street to a halt and 
risking very real danger in 
Chingford, where two officers 
were hit by a speeding car 
driven by fleeing looters. The 
community, too, was swift to 
rally, with community partners 
involved with the gang 
prevention project responding 
to local unrest by reassuring 
their communities and helping 
diffuse neighbourhood 
tensions. 

After the disorder had been 
quelled and the clean-up 
effort had begun in earnest it 
wasn’t long before residents 
began showing what a 
resilient bunch they are, 
adopting a ‘business as usual’ 
attitude and in many cases 


demonstrating community 
spirit in its truest form. 

A volunteer-run respite 
centre for the emergency 
services was set up at the 
St Marys Church Welcome 
Centre (see page 11 for more 
details) while on Wednesday 
10 August the Potter’s House 
Christian Fellowship organised 
a public gathering at the former 
Arcade site in Walthamstow 
to show their support for 
the police and the wider 
community. More than 200 
people attended the event, 
which included councillors, 
faith representatives and 
local police. 

The extra police presence 
on the streets of Waltham 


Forest for the week following 
the unrest was undeniable, 
and as well as helping to 
prevent further disturbances 
also leant the community a 
much-appreciated sense of 
safety and reassurance. In a 
further bid to help residents 
feel safer, the Council 
organised community events in 
Chingford, Walthamstow and 
Leyton, sending out its crime 
prevention bus along with 
Council staff, police officers 
and community groups to offer 
advice and reassurance. 

Recognising the fact that 
local businesses were the 
ones hardest hit, Council 
Leader Chris Robbins and 
Borough Commander 
Steve Wisbey - at times 
accompanied by Waltham 
Forest Chief Executive Martin 
Esom, MP for Leyton and 
Wanstead John Cryer and 
local councillors - paid visits to 
some of the 72 affected shops 
in Walthamstow, Chingford, 
Leyton and Leytonstone in 
the days after the disorder to 
offer their support and hear 
shopkeepers’ concerns.

While neighbouring boroughs struggled to keep 
their residents informed and dubious rumours 
circulated on Twitter, Waltham Forest Council’s 
website was updated twice a day with reliable 
information from the police and the community. 
This covered the events themselves, how the 



Council was responding to them and, most 
importantly, what the police were doing to 
make sure the borough’s streets were safe and 
residents could go about their daily lives. 

In addition to keeping the website updated 
regularly, messages were also sent to all 
Council staff and to partner organisations such 
Ascham Flomes, the NHS and the voluntary and 
community sector to ensure credible, up-to-date 
information could be circulated as widely as 
possible.

Leader’s view

H ln the past two 

weeks we have seen 
some of the best 
and, regrettably, 
some of the worst 
of our borough. 

I know that, like 
me, all sections of 
our community were 
disgusted by the random acts of robbery and criminal 
destruction perpetrated by a handful of mindless thugs. 
It is clear that this has nothing to do with the vast 
majority of residents, but was merely an exercise in 
violence and vandalism. 

While we thankfully didn’t see the same kinds of clashes 
as other London boroughs, there were nevertheless 
thefts, acts of criminal damage and a number of injuries in 
Walthamstow, Chingford and Leyton. It is estimated that 
around 70 businesses were affected. 

The police have been in constant contact with us over 
the past two weeks. 

Our own strong police presence not only deterred 
any substantial disorder, but reassured residents. I 
would like to take this opportunity to thank Borough 
Commander Steve Wisbey and our hardworking police 
colleagues for their swift and decisive action in dealing 
with these incidents. 

The people who volunteered to keep police fed, 
organised community events and thanked police and 
council officers for their hard work highlighted exactly 
what our borough is about - people coming together and 
working tirelessly in our community to make Waltham 
Forest a better place. 

You can read about the Council, police and community 
response to the disorders throughout this edition of 
Waltham Forest News. 

It is important that we carry on with business as usual 
and the Council is offering support to any local businesses 
who might have been hit particularly hard. 

The Council has been working on the issue of gangs 
for some time now. While they do not affect everyone, 
some of our residents lives are made a misery by gangs. 
We have been running an innovative gangs prevention 
programme since January this year, and you can read 
more about this on page 10. 

I would like to thank the thousands of young people 
who did not get involved in the violence or disruption, 
and who showed support for our police and the 
community at large.

The ‘small c’campaign 

The NHS has launched a campaign alerting people to the warning 
signs of cancer. Waltham Forest residents are statistically less likely 
to recognise the symptoms of breast and lung cancer, meaning they 
are more likely to be diagnosed when the cancer has reached an 
advanced stage and is more difficult to treat. Waltham Forest GP Dr 
Martin Huddart said: “Tragically too many in Waltham Forest don’t 
know the warning signs of cancer. We want to see local people 
straight away if they have any warning signs of lung and breast 
cancer.” Spotting cancer saves lives and the ‘small c’ campaign 
will help people recognise symptoms at the early stages of cancer 
so they can be quickly and effectively treated. Lung and breast 
cancer symptom checkers are being distributed to GP surgeries, 
pharmacies and through the small c website.

Walthamstow Area 
Action Plans 

Residents are being asked to have their say on documents which 
set out the Council’s long term plans for Walthamstow Town Centre 
and Blackhorse Lane.

Have your say on libraries 

• Changes to library service proposed as Council seeks to meet savings targets 

• Residents asked for feedback and views on proposals 


Residents are being 
encouraged to have 
their say on the future of 
Waltham Forest’s libraries 
and comment on a set of 
proposals by the Council. 

The proposals come as 
part of the Council’s plans 
to save £65million over the 
next four years in the face of 
increased demand on vital 
services such as social care. 

The Council has said that 
no service will go untouched 
while savings are found, and 
the library proposals would 
take the Council that much 
closer to its target. 

In their current format, 
the plans would lead to 
£750,000 worth of year- 
on-year savings while also 
curbing the service’s annual 
£250,000 overspend; 
producing savings of 
£1 millon each year. 

To reach the £1 million 
figure, the plans suggest 


closing two libraries - those 
in South Chingford and 
Harrow Green - while eight 
would remain open. Of those 
eight, the libraries in each 
of the borough’s main town 
centres (North Chingford, 
Walthamstow, Leyton and 


Leytonstone) would become 
known as ‘Library Plus’ 
branches. These Library 
Plus branches would then 
be open seven days a 
week and see their opening 
hours increase. 

Linder the proposals, each 
Library Plus location would 
also offer residents more by 
way of advice, information 
and access 

to council services, meaning 


a better offer for residents 
who don’t regularly visit 
their local library. 

The libraries in Highams 
Park, Wood Street, Higham 
Hill and Lea Bridge will be 
known as ‘Library Locals’ 
and open for 30 hours a 


week. Both Library Plus and 
Library Local branches will 
offer improved technology 
facilities, providing internet 
access, and better library 
stock. 

Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Leisure, Arts 
and Culture, Cllr Geraldine 
Reardon, told Waltham 
Forest News: “We’ve carried 
out a great deal of work 
and careful analysis to make 


sure these proposals take 
into account the needs of 
the local community. 

“We believe that 
these proposals offer a 
comprehensive, high-quality 
and affordable library service 
that will meet our residents’ 
many needs and secure 
the long-term future of our 
libraries.” 

The Council is asking for 
residents’ feedback on the 
proposals, and you have 
until Friday 9 September 
to have your say.

Doing our bit during 
disturbances 


• Council keeps streets safe and tidy during disturbances 

• Police Cadets show more representative side of young people 



The recent disorder 
didn’t just mean that 
police had to put in extra 
time and effort, it also 
involved increased service 
from the Council to 
ensure the borough 
was safe and tidy. 

The Environment team had 
as many staff as possible 
available to ensure that mess 
created by the disorder 
was cleaned up as soon as 
possible. They also worked 
with the police to ensure 
anything on the streets that 
might be used as a makeshift 


weapon was collected and 
safely disposed of. 

In addition to working 
closely with the police, the 
Environment team also 
worked proactively in order to 
guard against further trouble. 

“Obviously clearing up 
the broken glass and debris 
that the looters left on our 
streets was one way the 
Council helped, but it was 
also the work done while 
the tension remained that 
made a difference,” explained 
Cllr Clyde Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment. 


“We suspended building and 
roadworks so that potentially 
dangerous material was not 
on the streets. Our teams 
were also out and about in the 
borough removing individual 
items, such as some scaffold 
poles that had been left lying 
around. By removing that 
sort of thing we were able 
to discourage further trouble 
flaring.” 

Following the disorder, 
members of the Volunteer 
Police Cadets and other 
uniformed youth groups, took 
to the streets to work with 
communities to help repair 
some of the damage inflicted. 

In Waltham Forest the 
Police Cadets, accompanied 
by Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs), 
also handed out literature to 
young people, members of 
the public, market traders, 
shop owners and workers in 
Walthamstow High Street. 

Joshua Luscombe, 16, 
of Chingford, Luke Roberts, 

16, from Walthamstow and 
Sherona Bailey, 20, from 
Walthamstow were one 


group out on Wednesday 17 
August, accompanied by Kyri 
Sambridge - a PCSO who 
volunteers her time with the 
Police Cadets. 

Kyri told Waltham Forest 
News: “It’s important to show 
the positive side of young 
people in the wake of the 
disorder.” 

The group handed out 
flyers highlighting the 99% 
Campaign that publicises 
positive stories about young 
Londoners. Joshua added: 

“I think we’ve given some 
reassurance to people and 
have received more ‘thank 
yous’ than normal.”

• Recent disorder hits borough businesses 

• Council organises meeting for those affected 



Around 70 businesses 
in Waltham Forest were 
affected by the recent 
disorder, with both damage 
to premises and loss of 
stock to looters happening 
in various parts of the 
borough. 

The Council contacted 
businesses to make sure as 


much help as possible was 
made available to those who 
had been most badly affected 
by the disorder. 

On Thursday 18 August 
a special meeting, arranged 
by the Council, took place 
to bring together all the 
businesses involved. 

The Government has set 


aside £20million for a ‘High 
Street Support Scheme’ 
that can be used to provide 
business rate relief and grants 
to businesses that have 
suffered losses as a result of 
the riots. The Council is already 
in discussion with Government 
as to how this can be used 
to help local businesses. 

The Government has 
also extended the time 
available for individuals and 
businesses, both insured 
and uninsured, to claim 
compensation under the Riot 
Act from 14 to 42 days. 

In the immediate aftermath 
of the disorder Cllr Robbins 
was joined by Chief Executive 
of Waltham Forest Council 
Martin Esom and Borough 
Commander, Steve Wisbey 
as they visited businesses 
throughout Waltham Forest. 

On a walkabout in 


Leytonstone on Thursday 
11 August they visited 
many small businesses 
and met up with Fawaad 
Shaikh, Chairman of the 
El 1 Business Improvement 
District (BID). 

“The Council has done 
everything that can be 
expected and the police were 
amazing,” Mr Shaikh told 
Waltham Forest News. 

“I was in Walthamstow on 
Sunday night and saw them 
arrive in the square to put a 
stop to the trouble.”

Borough Commander’s view 



Borough Commander 
Steve Wisbey 

In the past two weeks I have witnessed some very disturbing 
scenes and yet I have also been humbled by peoples’ 
generosity. Like other communities across the country, 
the response to disturbances in Waltham Forest has been 
outstanding. 

I came into work just after midnight on Sunday 7 August 
as events were beginning to unfold. On TV there was rioting 
in other parts of London and in our borough people were 
randomly damaging property and breaking into business 
premises. That first night saw our local police control room 
dealing with over 600 calls, where the normal amount is 
around 150. Officers were responding to numerous serious 
incidents which included one where two officers were run over 
by a car. 

I have always said it is colleagues that make working 
for the police special. Over the past weeks I experienced 
the very best of that; as people had leave cancelled, hours 
of duty extended and some slept on office floors to reduce 
traveling time between shifts. Unpaid volunteers and special 
constables returned from holiday, or took time off work to help. 
One retired police officer attended a police station to offer 
assistance and spent the week with us. 

Extra logistical staff has been required to manage the 200 
patrols that have been carried out across the borough each 
day. In addition they have coordinated the tasking of detectives 
seconded to assist the borough with ongoing investigations. 
Since the disorder began Waltham Forest Police have dealt 
with an excess of 4100 calls from the public, 950 reported 
crimes, 16 search warrants and 275 prisoners. 

My staff tell me that the kindness of local people has made 
their job easier. The Council has been very supportive and we 
have worked together to clear damage, support victims and 
hold joint community events. 

Victims of crime, people in the street and others are 
calling us to say thank you. Businesses and members of the 
community have offered refreshments. One hundred volunteers 
at The Welcome Centre in Walthamstow provided hot and cold 
refreshments, sleeping facilities and showers. I called in to 
speak with some of the volunteers and was met by a 3 year 
old delivering homemade cake. 

I would like to thank my staff, partners and members of 
the community for all their hard work. We are committed to 
identifying offenders and holding them to account. Whatever 
the causes of what occurred, it is only by working together that 
we can make Waltham Forest a safe and prosperous place. 



Gang prevention project 

• Council seeks government support for innovative gang prevention project 

• Project seeks to stop causes of crime as well as criminals themselves 


In January Waltham Forest 
Council launched an 
innovative gang prevention 
project with the full support 
of the Police, lain Duncan- 
Smith MP, members of local 
communities and other 
local partners 

The project is designed to 
help young people stay away 
from violent lifestyles and come 
down hard on the real villains 
who try and take over their lives. 

Six months on, and in the 
face of disturbances across 
London, the project is already 
benefitting residents. 

Cllr Chris Robbins, Council 
Leader, told Waltham Forest 
News: “Gangs were clearly not 
the sole problem earlier this 
month, but the fact that they 
are so well established allowed 
the unrest to unfold with a level 
of speed and organisation 
which would otherwise have 
been absent. 

“Although the gang 
prevention project is still in 
its still early days, this work 
proved invaluable when the 
unrest spilled into our borough. 
Reliable information shared 
between the Council, police 
and community sources 
helped to anticipate some of 
the trouble. Our community 


contacts proved vital and 
responded to local concerns 
about safety by reassuring 
residents and helping diffuse 
neighbourhood tensions.” 

The gang prevention project 
brings together the expertise 
of the Council, the police, 
community members, youth 
workers, schools and housing 
associations to clamp down on 
crime and its causes. 

The initiative is tailored to 
those involved and those 
at risk, whether that means 
tackling problem areas 


or linking people with job 
opportunities to ensure a 
viable, crime-free future. The 
scheme also encourages 
the active involvement of 
the local community and 
neighbourhoods reclaiming 
areas most affected by 
gang crime. 

The Council is also helping 
the police to clamp down hard 
on those involved in gangs, the 
crimes they commit and the 
fear they bring to communities. 

They are being shown 
that gang membership is 


not a valid or viable ‘career 
choice’. It simply won’t be 
tolerated and if you choose to 
be associated with a gang in 
Waltham Forest, you will be 
called to account for it. 

Reducing gang violence is 
a Council priority and despite 
making £35m of savings this 
year, almost £1 m of new 
money has been allocated for 
this project. Around £900,000 
is also being paid to the Mayor 
of London for additional police 
officers for Waltham Forest. 

However further funding, 
apart from a £70k contribution 
from the Mayor of London, 
has been hard to find. An 
application for almost £1 m of 
additional Olympic funding for 
gang crime was unsuccessful. 

The Council is asking the 
government to recognise the 
importance of close 
cooperation with communities 
to address gang problems, 
and is asking for additional 
funding to help stamp it out.

Fact file 

• Since January the project has worked with 25 high-risk gang 
members and their families. Seven older gang members are 
being dealt with through the Priority Offender scheme. 

• The Council is supporting local groups to gain funding to 
support the strategy. Key themes are early intervention, 
parenting support and personal safety advice. 

• Since January police have executed some 50 warrants and 
made at least 45 gang-related arrests. They have recovered 
weapons, seized large quantities of cash and drugs, including 
half a kilo of heroin. Police have done this in partnership with 
the Council which has brought in housing providers and drug 
agencies to support the operations. 

• Compared to the same six-month period (January - June) last 
year: incidences of serious youth violence are down by 24%; 
gun crime down 31%; knife crime down 16% and personal 
robbery down 11%.

As local businesses 
continue their clean-up 
mission and the debate 
about the country-wide 
disorder continues in the 
papers and on the news, 
one thing that definitely 
shouldn’t be forgotten was 
how our local community 
responded to the unrest. 

While one local church 
organised a vigil to show their 
community spirit at the former 
Arcade Site on Wednesday 
10 August, another group 
of residents wanted to keep 
local police officers fed and 
watered while they worked 
long, late hours. 

Spurred on by 
Walthamstow MP Stella 
Creasy; local volunteer Andy 
Campbell set about organising 
a respite centre for tuckered- 
out coppers at the St Marys 
Church Welcome Centre in 
Church End, Walthamstow on 


Monday 8 August. 

Waltham Forest News went 
along to see the centre in 
action. What started out as a 
small-scale operation rapidly 
blossomed, as Andy explains: 
“We went from cups of tea 
and instant coffee to paninis 
and jacket potatoes in no 
time,” he says. 

Indeed, residents soon 
rallied to lend a hand and 
show their appreciation to local 
police, the list of volunteers 
snowballing thanks to social 
networking site Twitter. 

“All the stuff about social 
media being bad - this is the 
good side of it,” explains Andy 
as he gestures towards a 
roomful of police officers and 
local volunteers, not to mention 
a mouth-watering spread of 
snacks, meals and drinks. 
“We’ve had more than 70 
people a night give their time or 
food or both,” he says. “Some 


people have done the full five 
or six hours while people who 
can’t necessarily donate their 
time because they have kids or 
other commitments still bake 
a cake and pop it in. It’s all 
been about local people seeing 
what they can do and pulling 
together - residents here have 
so much initiative.” 

As if by magic, one local 
resident arrives at the door 
with an armload of cakes, 
asking Andy whether he needs 


any help - the online rota is full, 
she says, but if she’s needed 
she can definitely chip in and 
lend a hand for an hour or two. 
Apparently she only moved 
to the area a little while back, 
but was happy to help and 
has enjoyed meeting fellow 
residents. 

Local shops along nearby 
Orford Road, Andy says, have 
been a tremendous help, 
donating food and, in the case 
of a local florist, even flowers 


to brighten up the church hall. 
It’s not just local businesses 
who’ve taken up the cause, 
either: “We’ve even had 
the Yorkshire Tea Company 
donating teabags,” notes 
Andy, lending further credence 
to his claims about the power 
and reach of social media. 

“We’ve had quite a lot of 
young people volunteering, 
which I think is good for the 
police to see,” adds Andy. “We 
even had one five-year-old 
volunteer asking if we could 
get them a bouncy castle.” 

While the volunteers 
weren’t, sadly, able to arrange 
a bouncy castle, the support 
they’ve leant police working 
16-hours days for ten days on 
the trot has been invaluable. 
“It’s been a busy few days,” 
says one officer in what must 
be the understatement of 
the year. “Everybody’s been 
working long shifts and leave 


has been cancelled, so it’s 
really commendable - I can’t 
believe the support that local 
people have shown.” 

As Waltham Forest News 
puts down its pen, police 
radios crackle and in a 
heartbeat all the officers have 
downed cups and plates and 
raced out the door. We’re 
not sure if it was something 
we said, but we’re sure that 
soon enough another drove 
of hungry police officers will 
take their place as they take 
a well-earned break from 
helping make the borough a 
safer place.
